The salaries provided for the mem- 
bers of the board are $3000 a year 
for the chairman, $2500 for the vice 
chairman and $2400 for the secre- 
tary. 

Other emploves are to be a chief 
clerk at $1800, two stenographers at 
$1000 each, two inspectors at $1600 
each, one operator at $1400, one op- 
erator at $1200, one assistant opera- 
tor at $720, and one assistant opera- 
tor at $600. Other employes may be 
chosen, but their combined salaries 
must not exceed $5000 a year.

SIMMONS DESCRIBES — 
CENSORSHIP AT SEA 


Head of Red Cross Mission to 


Russia Tells of Spirit Among 
American, French and 
British. 


George W. Simmons, manager of. 
the Southwestern division of the 
American Red Cross, who is on the 
Pacific Ocean on his way to Russia 
as the head of a special Red Cross 
'mission, to determine what the ob-— 
ligation of the American people to, 
Russia is and to what extent its 
agent, the American Red Cross, 
should continue to meet these obli-. 
gations, has written to the Post-Dis- 
patch an\interesting letter descrtbing 
the unusual makeup of the company 
aboard the .U. 8S. army transport 
Sherman. | 
In the letter, mailed Jan. 15 from 
Honolulu, Simmons states that he ex- | 
pects to reach Vladivostok by Feh.. 
3 or 4, and that he understands the’! 
harbor is being kept open for the 
Sherman by ice breakers. The let- 
ter follows: 


“I know you will be glad to learn 


something of the unusual makeup of 
the ship’s company aboard the U. 8. 
army transport Sherman. 


“Leaving San Francisco Jan. 6, we 


have about 350 American marines 
destined for Honolulu, Viadivostok 
and Manila, and about 250 French) 
soldiers, mostly aviator and machine 
gun inspectors, destined for Siberia, 
and about 40 British Sergeants, 
mostly interpreters of the Russian | 
language, also going as instructors. 
In the first cabin, in addition to many 
American officers and their families 
bound mostly for Honolulu and Ma- | 
nila, we have about 20 French offi- 
cers and the same number of Brit- 
ish officers. The British Colonel tells 
me that he is carrying with him a 
number of D. S. O.’s, Military Med- 
als, and other British decorations for 
those of the Czecho-Slovaks whose 
deeds have earned for them these. 
British honors. 


Marked Spirit of Comradeship. 


“T have been particularly . im-'! 
pressed with the wonderful spirit of 
comradeship and good will which 
exists between our boys and their 
French and British comrades in 
arms. The geniality is even more 
‘strongly evidenced between the. 
Americans and the French than it 
is with the' British, possibly because | 
the spirit of the French is more ex- 
pressive and buoyant. They are full 
of pep, and for hours each evening 
entertain the ship’s company with 
their songs of the trenches and the 
boulevards. There are some fine 
voices among them and they all sing 
well; but, of course, “Quand Made- 
lon’’ is the favorite with them, as it, 
is with the admiring audience on the 
upper deck. It is a stirring song. 


“The American boys respond with

After the noble speech of 
the American President, [ feel 
that no observations are needed 
in order to commend this reso- 
lution to the conference and $1 
ehould not have intervened at 
all had it not been that 1 wished 
to state how emphatically the 
people of the British Empire are 
behind this proposal. 


“And if the national leaders 
have not been able during the 
last flVe years to devote as much 
time as they would like to its 
ndvoecacy, it is because their 
time and ‘their energy have been 
absorbed in the exigenceis of a 
terrible struggle. 


“Ha dthere been the slightest 
doubt In my mind as to the wis- 
dom o fthis scheme it would 
have Vanished before an ftrree- 
sistible appeal made to me by 
the spectncle |! witnessed last 
Sunday. 1 visited a region which 
but a few vears ago was one of 
the faireet in an exceptionally 
fair land. 1! found it in a ruin 
and a desvlation. I drove for 
hours through a country which 
did not appear like the habita- 
tion of living men and women 
and children, but HMke the ex- 
cavation of a bared province, 


shattered and torn l went to 


one city where I! witnessed a 
scene of devastation that no in- 
demnity can ever repair-—one of 
the beautiful things of the world 
disfigured and defaced beyond 
repair 


“And one of the cruelest feu 
tures to my mind was what |! 
could see had happened—that 
Frenchmen who love their land 
almost beyond any nation, in or- 
der to establish the justice of 
their cause had to assist the 
cruel enemy in demolishing their 
homes,.and I felt that these are 
the results-——only part of the re- 
suits, 


‘Had I been three 
months ago I would have wrti- 
nessed something that I dare not 
describe. But I saw acres of 
graves of the fallen. And these 
were the results of the onlv 
methods, the only organized 
methods, that civilized nations 
have ever attempted or estab- 
lished to settle disputes among 
each other. And my feeling was: 
Surely it is time thta a saner 
pian for settling disputes be- 
tween peoples ought to be ea- 
tablished than this organized 
savagery.

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HOUSTON EXLANS AS 
TO FOOD STUATON 


Secretary Says There is No 
Further Need of Urging 
Larger Wheat Crops. 


The question as to why the Gov- 
j ernment no longer is urging farmers 
to increase tHeir output of wheat 
was answered yesterday by David F. 
Houston, Secretary of Agriculture, 
who is in 8t. Louis on his way to 
Washington from Denver, where he 
attended the annual convention of 
the National Association of Live- 
stock Men. . 

“The Government expends between 
$40,000,000 and $60,000,000 yearly 
and employs 23,000 persons to en- 
courage agricultural pursuit. It is 
Coing more to promote farming than 
any other line of industry. 

“The Department ef Agriculture is, 
suggesting the building of more 
roads because they are not onty es- 
sential to good agriculture and 
transportation, but the work fits into 
the readjustment scheme for taking 
care of the unemployed. The de- 
partment also is making an effort 
to have continued the regulation of 
etockyards and packing plants, and 
is urging co-operation between the 
states and Federat Gevernment for 
the improvement of health in the ru- 
ral districts and the encouragement 
of farm tenants to become owners. 
Tenancy is but a step to ownership, 
but the question we are dealing with 
is one of hastening the transforma- 
tion. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
has a special point of contact with 
the livesteck men by raason of the 
fact that it has supervision of Gov- 
ernment pasture jand, where 14,000,- 
000 head of cattle, sheep and hogs 
are grasing by special permit. 

“The livestock men reperted large 
increases in every class of stock in’ 
|the four and a half years since the 
war began. Horses and mules, in 
spite of the large export, were in- 
creased by 750,000, milch cows by 
2,500,000, cattle by 8,000,000 and 
sheep, for the first time in @ genera- 
tion, were ‘inereased by 2,600,000. 
Hogs were increased by 16,000,000, 
The showing was very good, in view 
of the fact that Europe is calling for 
fats.”’ 

“With the lifting of the Food Com- 
missioner’s order to use sybstitutes 
and the representation of urgent 
needs abroad we are asked to explain 
why we don’t urge the farmers to 
piant larger crops of wheat pn -t 
spring,” said he. ‘People fail to take 
note of the fact that crops planted in 
the spring will not be available for 
the market until next fall, when con- 
ditions will be changed. Europe is 
KOoing to produce everything she can, 
and Australia and Argentina will fur- 
nish large quantities. The farmers, 
of course, have te consider the bus'- 
ness ends just as others do.

We're asked to supply so 
many men to do a certain kind of work, at a 
given galary—-I've successfully filled an order to ouifit 
a railroad with an entire operating force, from super- 
intendent to draftsman. We simply get a thorough 
understanding of the requirements of the vacancy and 
then go over our lists of possible candidates until 
we find a man whose training, experience and per- 
sonality exactly fit him to meet those requirements. 
if we can’t put our finger on the right man, we simply 
leave the job open until we do find him. There’s no 
use in our taking a chance on a man unless he does 
fit, because a misfit never makes good.” 

These blunt «tatements contain the key to the whole 
pioblem of employment. The agency manager says 
nothing about pull, or favor, or long service; but: 
“We can get a job anywhere for any man, if he’s fitted 
for the work:” And he defines fitness as composed 
of training, experience and personality. 

To some extent, training and experience mean about 
the same thing, because both indicate a special know!- 
edge of a certain kind of work. 

As generally used, however, training stands for 
theoretical knowledge, or “book learning,’’ such as you 
would get from study, or from reading trade papers: 
while experience stands for practical knowledge, or 
skill, such as sou would get by working on the job. 
It used to be the opinion of so-called “practical men” 
that experience alone has money value to the worker, 
and that “book learning” is a waste of time. 

The feeling today is that both training and experi- 
ence are necessary to the man who wants to get 
ahead, and “book learning’ is a time saver rather 
than a waster. “Book learning,” or theoretical know]- 
edge, might be called the word-of-mouth evidence of 
men who have been over the ground before you. They 
tell you what to do, or not to do, just as your boss 
might give vou instructions for tackling a new job. 
if you were traveling a strange road, you would waste 
time, and perhaps get completely lost, if you disre- 
garded the sign posts set up for your guidance. So 
any man will waste time and effort if he depends 
vwpon experience alone. 

All men gain experience from their daily work, so 
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The plumber must learn by experience. 


that all workers have some degree of experience. Com- 
paratively few men possess training, because study 
requires extra work. The result is that those posses- 
sing both training and experience go ahead fastest and 
farthest. 

it would take you years to learn by experience what 
you can learn in months by study. Your study-knowl- 
edge will be of no practical value to you until you 
have tested and perfected it by experience; but your 
studies will save you many wasted hours and bitter 
disappointments by warning you against the mistakes 
of the men who traveled the road before you, and 
pointing out the short cuts discovered by them. 

Study also enables you to get a knowledge of the 


job ahead, while experience fits vou only for the job 
in hand. Indeed, the more experienced you become 
at the present job, the more likely you are to be kept 
at it because of your skill. Only through study can 
you learn to apply your experience to the problems 
of the job ahead, so that you will be ready to step into 
the better job when it becomes vacant. 

The higher you go, or want to go, the more impor- 
tant becomes training, or theoretical knowledge. 
Knowledge gained by experience is foundation knowl- 
edge; the amount of knowledge you gain by study 
determines the height and stability of the structure 
erected on that foundation. 

The man who depends on either training or experi- 
ence alone is only half prepared for the work he wants 
to do. He may be the best trained or most experienced

man in his line, but he would be far more valuxle 
as a worker if his knowledge were better balanced. 
This is amusingly illustrated by the experience of 
two young steam engineers. Smith had gone to the 
engine room before he began to shave, and had a 


chief's berth in a big light and power plant; Jones 
had gone on through high school to engineering 
school and was soon to be graduated. Jones, home 


foi the Faster vacation, dropped in at the power plant 
to see friend Smith, and found him sweating »lood 
trying to indicate his engines. 


That was “pie” for Jones, who took over the in:li- 
cator and the subsequent figuring, and completed the 
test with neatness and dispatch. But when the prac- 
tical engineer asked the theoretical engineer to ©om- 
plete the job by readjusting the valves, the latter had 
to admit that he didn’t know how to go about it. 


Both theory and practice—‘book learning’ and ex- 
perience—have their place in fitting you for a sood 
job. Lack of either will make you lopsided. 


And wherever your actual schooling ends, it leaves 
something for you to learn by additional study. Never 
permit yourself to put aside your books and say: “Now 
I can quit studying, because I know it all.” No man 
ever masters all there is to know about his line of 
work; and each addition you make to your genera! fund 
of information makes you that much better fitted for 
a good job. 

Some years ago a big steel company advertised for 
an engineer competent to take charge of an experi- 
mental electric crucible plant. The salary offered was 
$5000 and the opportunities for advancement were un- 
limited; but for a time it seemed that the job must £0 
unfilled. Finally, a careful search uncovered just 
one man in the United States capable of holding the 
position. He was a young electrical engineer, only 
recently graduated, who had done post-graduate work 
abroad; and because he felt that electric cruci- 
ble work might some day be useful to hiin, he 
had taken a special course in it. He got the 
job, made good and a few years later was 
placed in charge of a bigger plant at a salary 
of $7500. 


Not all of us can hope to earn such a salary; 
but any one of us can profit by this young en- 
gineer’s example, and make it a point to know 
more than is necessary for the job in hand. 


“Experience required” is the condition im- 
posed upon every applicant for a desirable job: 
and this is as it should be, for only an experi- 
enced man can do the work required. 

The would-be civil engineer must acquire 
experience with the chain, rod and transit 
before he will be placed in charge of a field 
outfit. The office boy must serve in turn as 
entry and billing clerk, bookkeeper and office 
manager, before he is competent to manage 
a department. The plumber must learn by ex- 
perience to wipe a joint and install a line of 
piping before he is certified as a master plumber. The 
mechanic or electrician must learn by experience how 
to make efficient use of the tools of his trade, before 
he can hold a job as shop superintendent or operating 
engineer. And so it goes in every trade or profession. 

Personality might be calledia signboard advertising 
to the world what we are and what we can do. And 
“appearances are deceitful” only to a limited extent. 
In general, the world will take your advertisement as 
a statement of fact, and judge and treat you accord- 
ingly. 

If we advertise ourselves as weak, we shall be con- 
stantly stepped on, or pushed aside; if offensive or dis- 
agreeable, we shall find few friends and receive few 
favors; if strong, we shall be respected and obeyed by 
other men; if pleasant, we shall meet a welcome 
every where, and have offered tous many opportunities 
denied to men who make a less favorable impression. 


So | say to you: “If you want to get abead, culti- 
vate a pleasing personality—it’s one of the best rec- 
ommendations you can offer. I assume that you ex- 
pect to make yourself stronger through training and 
experience; but never lose sight of the fact that the 
first impression is apt to be the most lasting.”’ 

Fortunately, it’s possible to cultivate a pleasing 
personality—the confidence man has proved that. He 
bas the right idea when he presents a pleasing ex- 
terior to the farmer to whom he hopes to sel] a gold 
brick. But the confidence man wears his pleasing 
personality like a mask, because it would ruin his 
business if he exposed his true self. 


We want to have the pleasing exterior also, but we 
want to be able to back it with genuine goods. So— 
be sincere. Don't try to cover up your bad habits— 
replace them with good ones. Actually make your- 
self over, if you find it necessary—the result will be 
worth the trouble. But work from the inside out— 
get right with yourself before you try to get right with 
others. Make your pleasing personality the true ex- 
pression of a man who possesses most of the desirable 
characteristics, and few of the undesirable ones.

BECAME GOVERNOR OF ALASKA 


NEW YORK street arab died 
away up in Sitka, Alaska, 
the other day. This was 
quite an unusual street 
arab. Instead of having 
grown up a gunman or 
gang-hetman he had be- 
come a preacher. Insteaa of becoming 
a power in polities by virtue of a pre- 
paratory course in tenderloin ruffian- 
ism, he had scaled up to a governor- 
ship via the Board of Home Missions.

This street waif's name was John Green Brady. 
was born about 1850 in the lowest end of Roosevelt 
street, New York City, where the filth of the slum 
Street washes into the slime of the East River. The 
section isnt a pretty place now. It was no better 
then, to sav the least. The boy's father was a long- 
shoreman. He worked hard, looked upon life with 
eyes that saw little more than the bullock’s and was 
drunk as often he could pay for enough drink. 
Vhenever he was drunk he beat his little son out of 
exuberance of animalism, and when he was sober he 
beat him again out of ill-nature and remorse It 
seemed to him the right way to treat a child. The 
boy's mother died when he was just able to walk 
about the dirty street before the door. The woman 
who took her place treated the boy with old-fashioned 
stepmotherly severity. Just. such treatment explains 
99 bullies and gangmen out of every hundred. It is 
the first marvel of the case of John Brady that he 
escaped its influence. 

At 4 or 5 little John Brady began his street 
His home was a place of torment, but he had te go 
there from time to time for such food as his step- 
mother could buy with the remnants of his father’s 
pay, snatched from the sot and his possessing barkeep- 
ers. The rest of the time the boy roamed the streets, 
selling papers, picking up kindling and acquiring all 
the evil inclinations such preception can bestow on a 
child. Then, as now, the streets of the city had been 
made for horses, but not for children. Nine of 
every 10 criminals spawned in the city get their virus 
in the street. Marvel number two in Brady's case is 
that he escaped this also. 

When he was past 7 the 
his home past endurance. 
back to this place of agony. It seemed simple enough 
to his childish brain. And it was no great feat, in 
fact. His father was sick of him. The boy struggled 
for some months. setween the meager sale of news- 
papers, which didn’t sell in the ‘50s as they do today, 
and such sporadic generosities as passing old ladies 
and occasional drunks afforded. the boy managed to 
get through the summer, but winter found him ragged, 
penniless and freezing. He couldn't carry the fight 
much further. One bad night a. policeman wakened 
him, where he lay curled up in a doorway near the 
old Chatham Street Theater. The boy denied having 
a home and begged to be taken in. The officer arrest- 
ed him out of pure pity, put him into a warm cell for 
the night and saw that the child had-food. The next 
morning the boy went to Randall's Island and was 
placed in the care of the Children’s Aid Society. He 
was then 8 years old. 

With all due respect to the Children’s Aid Society 
and to many other worthy organizations of the kind. 
no one will doubt the harm that can come, and often 
does come, to sensitive children placed in the indis-

Johnny Brady wa@put off the train in a small In- 
diana town, where an attorney named Green, a man 
of standing in his little community, had reserved for 
himself the “raggedest and poorest’ boy in the lot. 
Young Brady was taken into this good man’s home 


treated with kindness and courtesy and made to for- 
get his origin and sent to school. When he had reached 
adolescence the boy was called before his foster-father 
and told to choose a career for himself. Lawver Green, 
like many excellent men, asked the boy to choose, 
but had meantime already chosen, himself. He wanted 
Johnny Brady to take up the law. The boy was de- 


termined on the ministry. A conflict arose and the 
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John Green Brady. 
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boy went his own way. He entered a 
small Western college—little more than 
a preparatory school—and worked his 
way through. In 1869 or 1870 he ap- 
peared at Yale, passed the entrance ex- 
aminations and enrolled as a student. 
In four years he worked his way 
through Yale as well. He swept halls, 
kept fire, rang the chapel bells and did 
whatever work came his way to sup- 


port himself and pay his tuition. In 
1874 he was graduated. 
One of the great American superstitions is the as- 


sumption that a boy who has to work himself through 
a university is bound for certain success. The truth 
is that a boy who has to devote his study time to build- 
ing fires and ringing chapel bells is no better off than 
one who puts in that time playing football or training 
for a track That is, from the standpoint of ed- 
ucational opportunity. From another point of view, 
the athlete is better tase than he. Of the 
countless boys who have earned their way through 
college, only a trifling number achieve great suc- 
School statistics show the proportion of achiev- 
ers in this class to be lower than in the general av- 
erage of all university men. But Brady was a working 
student who did succeed. Marvel No. 4. 

From Yale John Brady went to 
Seminary, whence he entered the ministry. His first 
large project was a great farm in Texas, where he 
hoped to gather in boys from city slums and streets 
and reconstitute them as he had been remade. The 
thing failed for want of financial support. Finally 
Brady heard the call of Alaska and went to that North- 
ern territory as a missionary. After some study of the

situation he tried to interest the Presbyterian Mis- 
sion Board in a plan he had worked out for the edu- 
cation of the Alaska Indians He failed to receive 


the expected support and went back to Alaska to work 


out the scheme for himself. This was in the ‘80s. 
For some vears he applied himself solely to mission- 
ary work. Progress was slow, the task thankless. 


When gold was discovered on the Yukon and the boom 


swept over Alaska, John Brady saw opportunity open- 
ing before him 

Brady still continued his missionary work, but he 
opened a general store and trading center in Sitka. 
With the rush of gold seekers, miners, capitalists and 
settlers, his business expanded and he became pros- 
perous. President McKinley made him Governor of 
Alaska Territory in 1897. President Roosevelt reap- 


pcinted him to a second and a third term He was for 
many years easily the most notable and most talked-of 
figure in that vast extent of Northern territory, with 
its great deposits of gold and its vast untapped re- 
sources of field and mine. Surely he had done a mar- 
velous thing. The beaten waif had won his way up 
io money anid celebrity 


And meantime Andrew Burke, that other little waif 


from Randall's Island, had been elected Governor of 
North Dakota. 
To all this striking record of achievement one de- 


tail of wonder needs to be added. John Green Brady 


never forgot his origin or those first benefactors who 
took him away from his brutalized father He bore 
the marks of his childish beatings to his grave But 


no less did he bear the marks of the kindnesses done 
him. The Children's Aid Society kept in contact with 
him while he was growing up in the home of Lawyer 
indiana. It watched him as he worked his

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centipedes, moths and butterflies. He lec- 
tured to the children on the specimens, 
always accentuating the danger of han- 
dling the poisonous kinds and acquainting 
them with the panacea to be used for 
stings and bites, that were always to be 
expected in such a place. Sometimes the 
Indians brought in strange trove. One 
little fellow marched to the class one 
morning wearing the smile of a conquer- 
or, with a live serpent in his hand, hold- 
ing it behind the head, whilst the body 
as long as himself, writhed and «wisted 
\_ about him. At a glance the padre saw 
that it was one of the deadliest snakes in 
the jungle, and quietly taking it from the 
lad, smashed its head with a lump of 
€oral. Theifhe explained to his young 
charges how they should handle such 
snakes only when they were dead. An 
amusing incident dealing with Father 
Stanton’s search for sea shells, corals, sea 
urchins, crustaceans and the like for the 
Smithsonian Institution is mentioned in 
Father Kane's book, which deals with 
some abandoned ship ballast and the stir 
it created among scientific people. it was 
in the earlier days of Father Stanton’s 
work in Honduras, while he was teach- 
ing in Belize, years before he took up his 
labors in the interior jungle. Seeking sea 
specimens one day, he ran across some 
shells that surprised him very much. He 


could find nothing else of that sort along 
the Caribbean shore, and the why and 
the wherefore had him very much puz- 
zled. He decided to let the authorities 
at Smithsonian settle it, so he sent the 
shells in that direction, with the other 
collections. Smithsonian asked for more 
information, and in the investigation that 
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~ sWork of a St. Louis Missionary 


followed, Stanton, who was always pos- 
sessed of a keen sense of humor, reported 
that the shells had been part of a load 
of ballast brought over in a sailing vessel 
from South Africa. He had traced their 
“local habitat” as per the request of the 
Smithsonian specialists. 


Hunting snakes and other specimens 
was by no means the principal work of 
the tall, dark Jesuit, who, back in his St. 
Louis boyhood, was plain “Buck” Stanton. 
When he went among the semi-barbarians 
of the interior, he found that some of the 
old tribal customs of the Mayas linked 
with idolatry were still extant. He also 
found a disposition among some of the 
natives who raised corn to take advantage 
of the needs of others by forcing up the 
price of the cereal to a most unreasonable 
extent. It was a form of high finance in 
the bush that he undertook to root out. 
Such a thing as raising a wheat or corn 
corner in the Chicago Board of Trade was 
not to be wondered at, but it was emi- 
nently out of place among his Mayas. An- 
other thing that called for drastic treat- 
ment was the custom of some of the In- 
dians who were loud in their professions 
of Christianity to ignore the formality of 
marriage rites. They just did not think 
it quite necessary. In his dealings with 
the Indians he had won their confidence 
and was known at all the stations as “El 
Padre Bueno.” When. he had their good 
will he set about to discourage some of 
their practices and employed diplomacy 
to bring about the reforms. The natives 
were particularly fond of the processions 
that were given on all the big feast days, 
and would make arrangements weeks 
ahead for such demonstrations.

but some of the Indians were still holding 


out against the marriage rite. It was then 
that “El Padre Bueno” issued an order 
that fairly amazed his Mayas. Two weeks 
before the Palm Sunday processions in the 


He had. 
smashed the corn corner and had broken | 
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villages, the word went out that none but 
good Christians could march in the pa- 
rade. The padre was dramatic in his de- 
nunciation of “amancebados y concubi- 
nas,” and positively forbade their par- 
ticipation in the procession. It was a 
severe blow to those people, who do. love 
a procession. The processions took place 
and the edict against the offenders was 
literally enforced. The amancebados hid 
in their homes and the women wept bit- 
ter tears, because of the order; and after 
Easter Sunday the proclamation of mar- 
riage banns among the Indians surpassed 
all records. 

Father Stanton was very practical in his 
plans and methods. Whenever he wanted 
to encourage the Mayas to make~-gardens 
or dig drainage trenches, he would always 
start the work himself and pursue it on 
an intensive scale. The Indians, natural- 
ly indolent, would watch him for hours, 
and would gradually catch the infection, 
throw off their lethargy and make a be- 
ginning for themselves. He received much 
help from the boys, who were far better 
industrial timber than their parents. He 
would get garden seeds for the youngsters 
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and start them gardening, in the mean- 
time working up a keen competition by 
offering little prizes for the best re- 
sults. In this way he started many corn 
and vegetable patches that would never 
have come into being, had it not been for 
his diplomacy, combined with real hard 
labor. 

He remained with his charges long after 
his health failed, and even in the last 
stages of his painful existence, as dis- 
closed by his biographer, Father Stanton 
wanted to stay on the job. He did not 
want to turn his back on his Indians, and 
he gave up with the greatest reluctance 
his studies of fauna, flora and tribal dia- 
lects. No person who ever came out of 
civilization to mingle with these tribes 
made such an impression as the easy-go- 
ing St. Louisan, who used to shock his 
boy companions by his careless handling 
of snakes, lizara@s, spiders and other 
noisome things of nature.

How Rev. William J. Stanton S. J. 
popularly called “Buck” by 
his companions at the St. 
Louis University, sacrificed 
himself at the age of 40 in his 
work among tropical barba- 


rians — His contributions to 
Smithsonian and other ma- 
seums—How he reformed the 
language and some of the cus- 
toms of the Maya Indians 


N AN unpretentious grave marked by 
a small stone in the little cemetery back 
of the Jesuit Novitiate at Florissant lies 
the body of the Rev. William J. Stanton, 
S. J.. who departed this life in St. Louis 
March 10, 1910. With utter absence of 
ostentation he was placed in his last rest- 
ing place by his brethren of the Society of 
Jesus, of which he was a member, and the only 
epitaph carved on the stone surmounting his 
grave gives his name, day of birth and the date 
of his death. There is nothing there to show 
that the occupant of that grave, though but 40 
years of age when he was consigned to its 
depths, was a scientist, naturalist, philosopher 
and martyr. His life, indeed, was of such a 
self-sacrificing character, so replete with 
achievement, as to well deserve the biography 
recently published by Rev. William T. Kane, a 
brother S. J., who knew and understood the life 
work of Rev. Father Stanton. 


There are a number of St. Louisans up 


around 50 years of age who knew Father Stan-

had made only partial progress when stricken. 

While in Manila, where he had the distinc- 
tion of being the first American citizen or- 
dained to the priesthood, he was also engaged 
in teaching and spent nearly three years in the 
university and observatory in that city. He 
made a special study of the earthquakes and 
hurricanes of that country, but his heart was in 
Honduras, and when the opportunity came to 
return to Central America, he gladly made the 
change. When he reached Belize he was placed 
in charge of a chain of stations attached to the 
Mission of Benque Viejo, in the interior of the 
colony. Among the villages attached to the 
mission were Succotz, Coquericot, Monkey Run, 
Young Gal, Yaalbac, Holotonich, Kaxivenio, 
Pull Frock and Duck Run. Another point, 
further remote, that had been located by an 
American, was called ‘“Pull-and-be-Dam” Rap- 
ids. 


The country which he elected to make the 
scene of his work is regarded as the wettest fn 
the tropics. While there are supposed to be wet 
and dry seasons, there is rarely any cessation 
of rain. When the St. Louis explorer and ed- 
ucator made his first trip to the station, he was 
told by one of the natives that the seasons were 
the “‘wet’’ and “damn wet.” This native had 
never heard of any other classification. 


Writing to the St. Louis University of his re- 
ception from the Indians at Caya and Benque 
Viejo he said:’ ‘‘We rode four hours in the rain 
through the tropical jungle, along winding paths 
called roads, where’ the horses often sank-al- 
most to their bellies in the sticky mud. Toward 
the end of the journey it stopped raining, and 
we were met at the Indian town of Succotz, a 
mile from our destination, by the Alcalde and 
the village band, i. e., three Indians with very 
long flutes and a guitar. The whole town turned 
out to see us. They presented us with a milky 
drink made of crushed sweet corn, some freshly 


laid eggs and oranges. The poor people

tall, easygoing young chap of’dark complexion, a stu- 
dious turn of mind and a fondness for the open coun- 
try. They will remember that ‘“Buek,”’ even as a boy, 
had a weakness for snakes and other wild things. He 
would get out in the country afd follow a snake trail 
for a mile. He would get the snake and bring it back to 
town and provide it with a home it did not seek, and 
in the meantime he would make a study of his snake- 
ship. If it was a poisonous kind he would take all 
necessary precautions; if harmless, he would try to 
make a pet of the slippery creature. 

In the Smithsonian Institution at Washington is a 
collection of the fauna and flora of the interior fast- 
nesses of British Honduras collected and donated to 
that institution by the same ‘‘Buck”’ Stanton, and 
away off in the jungles of that colony the Maya In- 
dians, in their little chapels and schoolhouses con- 
ducted by Jesuit missionaries, are getting along nice- 
ly with a patois greatly simplified through the efforts 
ot the St. Louisan who sacrificed his life in their 
service. While he devoted much of his time and study 
to nature, the main mission of Father William Stan- 
ton was to educate and Christianize the semi-barbaric 
tribes inhabiting the interior of that tropical coun- 
try. When he began his missionary work he found it 
very inconvenient to have his charges speak more than 
one dialect. Each tribe felt it incumbent to give ex- 
pression in a language different from another, and 
to ease matters, he set to work on a compromise dia- 
lect that would satisfy the lingual needs of all. At 
the time of his death he had almost completed a Maya 
dictionary as well as a manuscript of a book on the 
plant and animal life of Honduras. Unfortunately, 
these were lost during his last illness, when he was 
brought back to St. Louis to die. The work that he 
had under way among the Mayas still continues under 
the direction of Father Robert Hennemann, S. J., 
who is also a St. Louisan and a product of the St. Louis 
University. Father Stanton’s death was due to can- 
cer of the stomach, resultant from an injury and en- 
suing neglect, while he was at work in the jungle. He 
was so absorbed in his work that he paid no attention 
to his hurt or sufferings until it was too late to save 
‘his life. How he was able to continue his labors the 
six months preceding his removal here amazed physi+ 
cians who treated him on his return to St. Louis. Even 
then, practically wasted away and almost consumed 
with fever, his chief concern was for his Indians back 
in the Honduras wilds.

native of St. Louis, and 
from the time he was 5 
years old until his ordina- 
tion at the age of 33 years 
at Manila, in the Philip- 
pines, he pursued his stu- 
dies intensively under the 
auspices of the Jesuits. 
Much of his work in Hon- 
duras was done during the 
long scholasticate, preced- 
ing his sacerdotal vows. 
His first years in the col- 
ony were spent in Belize, 
its capital, where he taught 
in a boarding school con- 
ducted by the Jesuits, 
which was attended by all 
kinds and colors of Central 
Americans, from the dark- 
est shades of the Spanish- 
African to the lightest of the

Castile. He made his beginning there in Yo- 
vember, 1896, after he had taught classes in De- 
troit and Chicago colleges. He was delighted with 


the assignment and had only got started with his 
ciasses in the rudimentary branches, when he saw 
the rich field afforded by the colony for scientific 
study. He began with the snakes and insects and 
made an exhaustive study of the destructive charac- 
teristics of the large ants, moved in armies and 
consumed everything that happened within their line 
of march. Having captured a 12-foot sharkehe shot 
and killed it with his rifle and left it overnight, where 
it would attract the ants which were then on the 
move. _In the morning, the skeleton of the shark 
was as free of flesh as an orderly anatomical speci- 
men should be, and there was no other preparation 
necessary for its removal to the museum. He was 
also at work on a plan to protect trees and gardens 
from the onrushes of these pests of the jungle, but 


offered us the best they had. 
They told us how glad they 
were to have a padre come to 
live amongst them. We soon 
passed on_to Benque Viejo. 
They had been warned. of 
our coming, and half a mile 
away we were met by about 
a hundred little Indian chil- 
dren, who sang us a song of

When the Mayas saw their 
padre with his heavy walk- 
ing stick venture alone into 
the most forbidding snake 
haunts, they stared in open- 
mouthed wonder. They saw 
him capture the largest wows 
lahs and boa constrictors 
single handed, with the aid 
of a cleft cut in the large 
club he carried, and their 
simple minds worked them 
around to the conclusion 
that the padre had some 
strange influence over the 
reptiles and not one of them 
would touch the stick he

time convinced that there was no 

of his “voodoo” charm associated 
ordination. with the stick, they gathered 


confidence and in time en- 
tered into the snake hunts with little less enthusiasm 
than their padre himself. The young Indians preferred 
to gather specimens than pore over schoolbooks forced 
upon their attention. After getting the good will of the 
boys, he would take them with him on his journeys, 
and in their own language he would lecture for -hours 
at a time on the dangerous proclivities of the different 
species of serpents. There were the virulently poison- 
ous, like the American diamond-back rattler, that the 
boys were not permitted to touch. Ina short while his 
pupils were as keen in the hunt for specimens as the 
naturalist himself, and many a box of carefully se- 
lected articles was sent to museums with the help of 
the young Mayas. And what collectors they were! 
“Stanton’s bushboys,” as he called them. They could 
pick dDut macaws in the topmost branches of trees, 
and point out to him snakes, tommy goffs, young wow- 
lahs, corg!s, in ever so dense a tangle of bush. They 
kept him abundantly supplied with beetles, scorpions,

HEN the youth of the mountain 
counties of Missouri, such as Taney, 
Douglas, Stone and Ozark, were sum- 
moned to camp in Provost-Marshal 
Crowder’s successive calls, there came 
into violent collision two systems of 

- physical development, which we may 
ternt the systems of the hills and of the plains. The 
scheme of the plains, having the backing of military 
discipline, was victorious, and the result, according to 
many observers in that region, bids fair to work a 
veritable revolution in the ancient rules of bodily bear- 
ing that characterized the natives of the Ozarks. and 
that not only in the men who went to camp, but, 
through imitation, in those who remained at home 
and even in the young women. 

The topography of the mountain country 
veloped a definite type of physical habits. The man 
used to climbing up hills instinctively slouches his 
body forward, lets his arms dangle in front of him— 
both to secure better balance and because his hands are 
of little use in ascending slopes—and spreads his feet 
apart to obtain a firmer grasp upon the ground. The 
boys became so accustomed to the up-mountain stride 
that it remained with them when they descended into 
the valleys and the few level stretches to be found 
in that part of the State. On level ground such a pos- 
ture was about as graceful as that of a duck out of 
water, but persons who were amused by the slouch- 
ing backs, the depending arms, the stooping shoul- 
ders, and the feet outspread like Charlie Chaplin’s. 
had never seen these attitudes in action in their proper 
element—the mountain slopes. 

Naturally, Uncle Sam's drill Sergeants were not 
inclined to go philosophically into the reasons of ge- 
ography that formed the mountain boys coming into 
their scarcely gentle clutches.

The novices endured many a painful interview with the “top” sergeants. 
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—Anecdotes of ‘‘shanty wireless” 


OR many years first-hand information 
on all important matters affecting the 
railroad and its operation has come from 
the switchman’s shanty. This is true in 
all the great railroad terminals of the 
country, and is one of the accepted “un- 
official’’ rules of American transportation. 
But in the steady march of progress, established rules 
and customs have been forced to step aside, and it is 
now apparent that the shanty and its gossipy tenant 
are slated for retirement. 

Government operation, combined with the extension 
of the interlocking system, has practically eliminated 
the shanty and the veteran who has been wont to 
hold court therein and discourse learnedly on the 
darkest and deepest secrets of the Exécutive Board. 
When important news flew through the yards and 
passed from crew to crew the reply was always the 
same when someone asked the source of the story. 
It was “shanty dope,’ and it was always identified as 
“Shanty No. 1,” “Shanty No. 2,’ or “Shanty No. 3,” 
as the case might be, but it always came from one of 
these citadels of “inside stuff.” 

It has been a stock joke among railroad men of 
high and low stations for a half century or more, and 
now the stern dictum of modernism threatens a death 
blow at the whole system. Already the voice of regret 
is heard in the railroad yards, “Who'll keep us wise 
now?” is the anxious query of yardmasters, yard clerks 
and switching crews. And well they may ask, for the 
Shanties are fast disappearing, and with them, Mike, 
Pat, Jerry and the others who ran these informal in- 
formation bureaus. 


The shanties came into being with the first railroad 
that was built, and were intended to protect the switch 


tenders from the rains and other severities of the. 


weather. In cold seasons the tender always had a 
cheerful fire, and being naturally fond of company 
he welcomed the trainmen who slipped in to warm 
themselves. The shanty jobs, through the working 
of some unwritten law, were invariably given to old 
or decrepit trainmen., Operatives who lost a leg or 
an arm or sustained other disabling injuries were 
given such assignments on their return to service. 
Many a railroad escaped damage suits by exercising 
diplomatic skill in the distribution of the shanty jobs. 

Before automatic switches were brought to their 
present state of efficiency, the shanty and the shanty- 
man were as much a necessity as the vardmaster or 
the vard clerk. In the shanty-man’s own estimate he 
was more essential than the president of the road, 
ard he usuat#tly did not hesitate to express this opin- 
ion, as he has from time immemorial been a person 
of privilege. When he had important information 
to send through the yards he never reserved it for 
anyone. He let the first man afong know all about 
it. knowing. that there would be no delay in its trans- 
mission to the others on the plant. 

The new order of operation calls for well appointed 
tcwers with an abundance of room for all the dis- 
patchers and levermen, and there is room for a whole 
crew to ‘‘warm up’ at atime. A man in a tower now 
can control switches a long way ahead on either side 
of his tower, and he has only to pull a little lever or 
touch a button to accomplish.that result. It isn’t 
necessary to go out in the weather and throw a heavy 
device that used to severely tax the operator. Elec- 
tric currents and magnets perform the same service 
with a minimum of effort. The veterans who are be- 
ing relieved of their shanties are going to crossings 
that are not provided with gates, wnere they bid fair 
to spend the balance of their railroad days. As these 
stations take them out of the active yard centers their 
capacity to gather and distribute the “dope” will be 
severely impaired, and it is hardly to be expected that 
the trainmen will longer view their disclosures with 
awe. They will in the natural order of things see 
their importance as news purveyors disappear. 

Every railroad terminal has its stock of anecdotes 
that either came from or concerned the shanty. Among 
the old-timers in the Mill Creek Valley yards 
there is still a tradition that Jay Gould in the heyday 
o* his power made it a practice to tell the shanty- 
man of his plans before wasting any of his valuable 
time on general managers or Wall street. When Gould 
was running the Missouri Pacific and [ron Mountain 
and had a hold on nearly everything else in the 
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before the war, picturesque denizens of switchmen’s 

cabins heard and spread all the news of the lines before it 
réactied the offices even — Then the Government, taking 
over railroads, commanded these volunteer purveyors of 
information to keep their mouths closed—An ordeal of si- 
lence has forever paralyzed their once voluble vocal chords

in an official way to Hoxie 
and the other officials here. 
Changes in the _ personnel 
of superintendents and other officials would of 
ocurse be announced by the shanty before an offi- 
cial announcement could come along in the shape of 
a circular or bulletin. And it happened in a great 
many instances that the “shanty dope” had it quite 
right. Of course the shanty-man was frequently in 
error in handling the more important subjects, but he 
had a way of wiggling out of these embarrassing situ- 
ations. The wires would get crossed at times, a mat- 
ter that was beyond the control of even the most re- 
liable shanty-man. 


The first news of the approach of the most dis- 
astrous railroad strike in the history of the Southwest 
came from one of the Mill Creek Valley shanties. 
This was the Knights of Labor strike of March and 
April, 1886, which began on the Texas Pacific at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and spread with astonishing rapidity in 
all directions. It reached St. Louis, crossed the river 
to the East St. Louis lines and brought about a total 
transportation paralysis in this city with disastrous 
effect on all business. When the strike began in 
Texas, due to the discharge of a trainman named Hail, 
word came from the shanty that a few days would 
see the walkout extend to the Missouri Pacific and 
iron Mountain systems. The “tip’’ got to headquar- 
ters and General Manager Hoxie began his prepara- 
tions on a big scale to keep the roads in operation. 
[ft was not generally known then how thorough had 
been the work of organization among the trainmen by 
the Knights of Labor, headed by T. V. Po-vderly of 
Scranton. 

How a shanty-man played the role of hero and saved 
the passengers in the waiting rooms of the old Union 
Station at Twelfth and Poplar streets from the fury 
of a pack of wild beasts, also figures in the reminis- 
cences of the valley. It was back in 1886 or 1887 that 
this catastrophe was averted throught the forethought 
and sprinting qualities of the shanty-man. A circus train 
was being switched through the yards, and had pro- 
gressed as far west as Fourteenth street, when a de- 
railment overturned a string of cars loaded with 
caged lions, tigers and others types of the jungle. 
Several of these cages were wrecked; many of the 
animals crawled out and started down the tracks in 
the direction of the station. 


The man of the shanty saw the menagerie first and 
having a good start on the thoroughly frightened 
beasts, proceeded to smash all previous records of 
sprinting achievement scored in any railroad yard 
extant and he succeeded. He reached the waiting rooms 
far in advance of the onrushing animals, and had 
enough breath left to shriek the alarm. The people 
waiting for trains crowded in the rooms and the doors 
were quickly secured. Some of the anjmals ran up a 
stairway in the station building, leading to the offices 
of the station company, and created a panic among the 
clerks, some of whom jumped from the second-story 
windows out on Poplar street, while others sought 
safety behind desks and chairs and in closets. Some 
of the animals succeeded in reaching the street, where 
they were shot by the police. The few that managed 
to get to the offices were taken alive by attaches of 
the circus. 
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Shanty gossip started many a fist fight among the crews. 


The trips of Eastern officials to the West, always 
started an avalanche of shanty announcements. Just 
before’ the United States accepted the German chal- 
lenge ahd proceeded to put the Kaiser and his 
piratical crew out of business, President Rea and 
other officials made an inspection of the western lines 
of the Pennsylvania system, and spent a day in St. 
Louis and in the towns on the other side of the river. 
It was long before the Government even thought. of 
taking over the roads, and the purpose was merely 
to inspect the physical condition of the lines and ter- 
imnals in advance of the annual repair program. 


The announcements that followed that visit fur- 
nished a supply of material for discussion in the yards 
that lasted for a week. The first report from the 
shanty had it that the Pennsylvania was going to 
divorce itself from the Terminal Association, take 
over the Municipal Bridge and build a complete set 
of terminals on both sides of the river. This story 
even reached other railroad offices, and some of the 
officials of these lines began.quietly to make inquiry 
regarding the visit of the Pennsylvania officials. The 
shanty-man got a real rise with that story. Another 
shanty tip released about the same time had the Mis- 
souri Pacific and the Frisco entering into a deal to 
take over the operation of the free bridge. This also 
reached the general offices. 


Many of the feuds between train crews, and these 
are not of infrequent occurrence, have been laid at 
the shanty door. A story would get a start that would 
be calculated to start trouble for one of the crews, and 
the resultant investigation invariably traced it to one 
of the shanties. Some of these were started in a spirit 
of jest, but the point of humor was not always dis- 
covered in time to head off a fist fight or two. In 
the words of one veteran in the East St. Louis yards, 
‘Shanty talk has put many a switchman on the car- 
pet,” meaning, of course, a painful interview with 
the superintendent The superintendent was not 
always disposed to take the vardman’s word that it 
was only “shanty talk.” 


When the Government took over the railroads and 
issued orders to guard the movement of troop and 
army supply trains with the utmost secrecy, to pre- 
vent interference through the activity of alien en- 
emies, special precautions were taken by the officials 
of the roads to restrain shanty gossip. To tell the 
shanty-man to hold his tongue was one of the aston* 
ishing requirements of the war, but it was a matter 
of necessity and the order went down every line in 
the country. It was a sad blow to the czar of the 
shanty, who had been given the widest latitude for 
generations, in his previously unquestioned right to 
pass the word on all occasions. Keeping quiet during 
the progress of the war was a severe ordeal to_the few 
shanty-men left in the service, but with the necessity 
of the order, now a thing of the past, it is doubtful 
whether there will be any revival of “shanty dope.” 
The shanty and the shanty-man are passing with other 
archaic institutions, and sentiment is not permitted 
to block the way of progress and the higher efficiency, 
even on railroads
